Ex-en' with these figures It Is not possible 
to bulM up. for public Information, a math' 
f::i.-»;:cal proof tlial would be holeproof. Part 
of the neces.'uio' material Is known only to 
a lew very hlRhly placed officials and other 
can not be printed without danger ol Blvlng 
aid to the enemy. 

However, from usable, generally known 
lacis, the nature of the arpument can ba 
Indicated clearly. 

Every soldier scr^'lns overseas, the army 
rcport.'s requires 82 pounds of cargo a day. 
ThLs multiplies lo 15 tons a year. Each Lib- 
ertj- ship, making an averase of three round 
trip."; a year, can Inmsport 15,000 tons a year. 
That Is, one Liberty ship must be kept shut- 
UlnR back and forth across the oceans lor 
every 1000 men we maintain overseas. 

To supply 2.500.000 expedition aires would 
call lor 2500 vessels of 10,000-ton nominal 
capacity or 25,000.000 Ions of shipping. 

There arr lew who know exactly how 
much jJUppinc the United Nations now com- 
mMid, Wc arc not ot thai select company. 
If we were, we should not feel privileged to 
■mention the rigure. But by a synthetic pro- 
cejLS — using no Ilgurei and no logic not avall- 
- able to axis Intelligence — It ts possible to cs- 
. limateCUiat virtually the entire cargo capn- 
■ cily-or-Tiic United Nations today would be 
'. required to supply 2,500,000 American soldiers 
scautrcd Irom Englnnil to Australia. 

So Tar as can be learned, we now arc build- 
ing ships taster than submarines are sinking 
them. To this extent we arc building up our 
agKresaic carRO capacity. 

But serviclnc bur overseas army Is not the 
only function 6l our cargo fleet. There Is 
tiie actual transport of men abroad. There Is 
lease-lend equipment and material to be 
lal:cn lo Britain, Russia, China, and else 
vhere In lesser quantities. There is importa- 
tion of raw materials, needed for war Indus- 
iiy. froai sources so located that they can not 
be bnsuRht as return load In army cargo shlp.s. 

IT scrvlcinf: an overseas force of 2,500,000 
would so strain our facilities, what is the pur- 
pose of an army of 8,200,000 men? Is It the 
p!an to awemble the army and praj' for some 
breat? Would It not be wiser lo keep as 
, many men as possible turning out war mater- 
iel, building ships, growing food, until they 
can be used as soldiers within a foreseeable 
future f 



THE FOOD FRONT 
In his talk to mldwestcrn governors assem- 
bled In DCS Moines, fo'rmer President Hoover 
rffecUvrlj- emphasized what threatens to be- 
come the ma]or weakness of the United Na- 
tions war effort That Is, of course, the food 
front. 

Americans have l>een accu-itomed so' loilg 
to troublesome surpluses that even progres- 
si\-e rationing has not Impressed us with the 
sertousness of the farm situation. Out of the 
wealth ot long experience. n,nd particularly 
out of his World war I background as foods 
administrator. Mr. Hoover points out how 
w« are drifting toward the some failure which 
mined first Russia and then Germany In that 
conlllcL 

Both those nations, and also France, 
thought as we do now that they could divert 
maopowrr. materials and productive capacity 
enliwly lo armament, munitions and flghl- 
InK. and let the food front look after Itself, 

The Ktrensky revTilutlon In Russia followed 
and then, when his regime could not provide 
liXKl. the Bolshevik revolution. Germany's 
tnllltaTy collapse came after bread rloLs. 
r^ance was on her last legs when we entered 
the war and saved her. 

"I do not contend." said Mr. Hoover, "that 
these collapses were wholly due to food, but 
a -was the largest factor," 

Today we arc following n .similar patli. 
Needing more food Uian ever before, we are 
about to plant much !es.s. Wc gained the 
ippeanmce of meat plenty lasTyear by kill- 
ing dairy cows and sheep for lack ot labor 
to care for them. . 

Last year we had more f al'ih" mimpowcr 
than will be available this year. Last year 
we had more fertUlrers. more protein feed for 
cattle, fonn machmery In better repair. Last 
year we had smaller demand for foodsluffs. 
Yet even last year we could not hold our 
own; we drifted into shortages which neces- 
sitated the rationing now being extended to 
new Items. , 

Mr. Hoo«r was not bitter, partisan or 
caiplag m his CTlUclsms. He gave Secretary 
of Agriculture Wlctard more credit than 
many others have. He merely pointed out 
that thev steps necessary lo assure against a 
breaAdown In United Nations food supply 
have not been Ufcen— and that they must 
be taken very soon. 

. "Tlicre is no cause for alarm," he said, 
"jwoviaea we set about to remedy, and quick- 
ly, , Unless we stop these degenerative 
Xorcw Te vlU wcalcea our mUitary Xiont."
